Argentina May 
Hurt Canadian 
Wheat Growing 

But Demands More Canadian 
Manufactures 

E. S. FAY SPEAKS 

Addresses Economics Stu- 
dents On "Economic As- 
pect Of Argentina 

Wheat compotiiion and an cx|)and- 
liig market— probable results of a 
piiigrestive Argentina— aro tho. two 
chler factors, of interest to Can- 
ada, stated E. S. I'ay, in tho course of 
an address on "The ICconomic Aspect 
of .\rgentiiia ' piveii to Gr.idiiate» and 
Honor Stiide:i;s in Economics yester- 
day afternoon. 'I'reating his .subject 
with cs|>ecial reference to and com- 
parison with Cumula, the speaker who 
vl.-lird Argentina last summer, point- 
ed out that, in \iew of the noarnciis 
el" lier grain fields to the sea (u^iisal- 
ly L'iO miles), Argentina would be a 
serious wheat competitor in the world 
market. It only she would abandon 
her pernicious systems of land tenure 
and grain handling. 

Argentina Is a large, intollcelual an,! 
important country, .said Fay. who was 
introduced by Dr. Lcacock. She re- 
sembles Canada in Tiiany liiiporlani 
respocis, nol only in siiiioifji-i.il «ta- 
Uslies, but also liislorieally. Her pop- 
ulation is greater by about one mil- 
lion iieoplc, and like Ciiiiada, sho has 
suffered from v.irlous trade restric- 
tions in the course et her develop- 
ment, She gained lier present consti- 
uilion a little earlier— in lS5t. Since 
the opening of tlic ;Oth century, both 
countries have gone ahead rapidly. 
Has All Climates 

Tiie sco;,-raphic area of .\r5enlina 
is (luite largo, approx'imately 2300 
miles north .and south by 900 
miles east and west; thereby cmbrac- 
lii;; every sort ot climate and vcgel- 
atioQ. J^articiilftrlXwlLiE aji ideal place 
for grain growing and cattle raising. 
On Iho olhor hand, there is little or 
no manufacture or power, and the 
towns are entirely agricultural. Only 
Buenos .\lres has grown out of this. 
It ranks 17th .nmong tho world's 
greatest imrts, nnd is a progressive 
and ciiliiircd city. Its population is 
over 2.000,000. 

Discussing the railw.ays of Argon - 
timi, tho speaker .stated thai .about 
05% of them are Uritlsh owned. Jlost 
of thein are broad guage, quite a 
large number aro meter guage, nnd 
some ore standard. Railway miles aro 
about half tlie niiiiiber In Canada, diK? 
to centralization. On the other hand, 
passengers iiiinibered 143 million 
compared to Canada's 42 ntinion (in 
1926), whilo Argentln.a's freight was 
.about one third that nf r.uiada. This 
Is duo to the f.act that raiiiida Is far 
ahead In "tho realms of commerce and 
efficionpj'.

ing a pond three inches deep. It was 
ascertained that very little diin,,:.- 
had been done. The actual cause of 
liie fire is unknown. 

As far as could be learned several 
Important papers were destroyed by 
the water hoses while tho beaver 
board wall of the Janitor's qu.arters 
were gutted by tiie flaiiie.«. Water and 
snioUo were the principal causes of 
damage slnoe the fire was prevented 
from spreading by the automatic 
sprinkler which is installed in the 
lii'iary.

Students ill the lîeadir.g Hoom at 
the time tlie fire broke out behaved 
as calmly as if fire wore an every- 
day matter. When !>mnko began to 
pour in from the basement most ot

.V large crowd of students and others 
gathered outside of the library to 
watch tho firemen at work. Twelve 
tiro reels w-ro on the scene.

I>.,iii Martin was hastily 
saniniunud and was soon' on the 
Kcene. Ho examined tho premises In 
an effort to form nn estimate a.^ to 
the amount of dam.Tsc which he con- 
sidered ratiier small. 

Due to the iiiiiooked-t'or outbreak 
the library was clo.seil List night after 
six o'clock to all except Library 
School Students. These had to enter 
by tho campus entrance instead ot 
by the main entrance as usual.

•happeiiwl if the fire had gained headway. The 
disastrous fire at Varsity last year is still fresh 
in our minds and cvciii more havoc would have 
been wrought amid the priceless collection of 
books and manuscripts of the Redpath collec- 
tion. \Vc laii thank our stars thai the equip- 
ment of the library is modern and in good con- 
dition. I 

At such limes as this we are reminded of 
the value we. place. in the library. From the days 
of our freshmen year the institution grows 
upon us. It has been said that the value of a 
University education lies in the ability .to use a 
library. 

The library is not however confined in its 
usefulness to the University. It is an institu- 
tion whose loss would have been fell over very 
wide eirclcs, and even in the last Royal Bank 
report iJi omiiitincc^ is given to the importance 
of the Gesl research library in the economic 
development of relations with the East. 

It is well to rcnu-mber the excellence of the 
institutions here wiuiin our gates. 

EDUCATION 

In many jilaces, it must be admitted, the 
modern trend in University education makes 
for a superficiality and evanescent which is de- 
plorable. Tiic man who comes to college for 
àn education sometimes contrives to obtain one, 
but a jrii^'it many come merely for an acad- 
emic degree, to flaunt in the face of a fetiche- 
worshipping world.

He took a 
cour.^e ill latin Ijecause il looked ea.sier than 
Greek; it was a least written in English let- 
ters. He look a course in French, and by the 
end of the se.-sioii could do fairly well with a 
passage in 'J'élémaquc, but when he went out 
into the street he could not understand a word 
of wlial the Frencli said. He look a course in 
English and read musty old authors for whom 
he conceived an intense dislike. He spent four 
years taking a stab al this and a prod al that. 

He does not know what it means to lake up 
something and jnirsue it in al! its ramifications 
to the logical end. 

He is undesirable in business, and for all 
this he has been made a Baccalauream in 
Artibus, if learning is represented by a god- 
dess, then the young man is veritably a bachelor.

In a 
future iiiue, probably that of tomorrow, w* will 
publish the proposed constitution as submitted by 
the revision committee. 

Students are urged to keep both copies for 
reference, and to become familiar with the import of 
the revisions so that they may vote Intelligently on 
the subject. 

ARTICI.K I 

Xante. 

Tiic Students' Society of McGill University. 

ARTICLE II 
Object 

All association of undergraduates formed lo exercise 
general control of all undergraduate activities and the 
relation of the undergraduates with the University subject 
to thr University Statutes and the jurisdiction of the corpor- 
ation and the several faculties. 

.^RTICLÊ III 

Membership 

(1) All men tmdcrgr.idtiatc members of the University 
and all men >tii<!fnls nf aflili.itwl thoilogical Colleges 
who pay tlic universal 'fee and students of the faculty 
of Gr.iduatc Studies who are tnidcrgrnduates in any 
faculty or who arc men jtudcnls in afiilialcd theological 
Colleges and who p.iy the universal fee. 

(2) Notwitlistandhig iiiiything in the foregoing section 
in such cases wlicre the Editor-in-Chief of tlio Daily is 
a student in ilic I'aciilty of Graduate Studies he .'.hall 
become a member of tlie Student Society on jaying the 
universal fee. 

ARTICLE IV 

Officers 

The ofticers sliall be a President, a Vice-President, a 
salaried Secrctary-'lVcasurcr and a Comptroller. 
(.•\) Duties. 

The Prcsidi-iti .-sliail pri',~idc at all General and 
Special meetings, and shall be cx-ofllcio Chairman of 
the Students' T.xccutivc Council, ;md a nictrtbcr of the 
Executive of all Regular Committecf. lie shall roiiresrnt 
the students on all public occasions. 

The I'kc-l'ii-sulcut f\rA\ perform the duties of the 
.President in'.fnc absence of tlic latter. 

The Sccrctars-Trcasm-er shall be custodian of all 
records, ledgers, receipts or documents of any nature 
whatsoever belonging or dealing with the affairs of the 
Society. He sliall rccci\c and deposit all sums accruing 
to the Society, giving receipts for tlic same. 

The ComplroHcr shall supervise all disbursements. 
(B) Election. 

The Prcsidoa shall be elected annually between the 
first day of March and the semi-annual meeting of the 
Students' Society by a ballot of all the members of tlie 
Society. lie sliall be nominated by any SO members; 
such nominations shall be presented in writing to the 
Secretary at least ten days before the date of election, 
.Hid published by him in the "McGill Daily" at least on» 
week before the date of election. The President shall 
take olTicc at the beginning of the fiscal college year. In 
the event of resignation tlic Studc.i'.c Executive Coun- 
cil shall decide on a date for the election of ifruccessor, 
the procedure of election being similar to tliat used in 
the case of the regular election. The successor so ap- 
pointed shall hold office until the end of the fiscal year. 

The Vke-Presidenl shall be elected by the Students' 
Executive Council from nmong ilicir own number be- 
fore the fifteenth day of October in each year. In the 
event of resignation, a successor shall be elected by and 
from the Students' E.\ccutivc Council. 

The Secrctary-T reasurer shall be chosen by tlic 
Students' Executive Council to hold oflicc for the cur- 
rent year, the continuation of the agreement depending 
on ratification by each successive Council. He need not 
be a member of the Society and may be paid .t salary. 

The ComftroUer shall lie op|>ointcd by the Univer- 
sity on the recoinmendaiion of the Council. - 

ARTICLE V 

Students' E.xccutivc Cotuicil 

(1) The Students' Executive Councir slialf be composed 
of ten incml)crs as follows: 

(a) 'i'lic President of the Students' Society, who 
shall be Chairman. 

(n) The President of the .McGill Union. 

(c) The Uditor-in-Chief of the McGill Daily. 

(ii) One representative from each of the five facul- 
ties, Medicine, Science, Arts, '\fl-w and Dentistry and 
one representative from the Theological colleges af- 
filiated with McGill University. 

Il'hesc representatives shall be elected by the stu- 
dents of such faculty, from the Junior Class there- 
of, between November 20lli and December 10th in 
each year. Nwmhiations from eacii fiiculty, signed by 
least ten students of that faculty, must be in the 
hands of the Secretary of the Students' Society at 
least ten days before the date of the election, and 
published by him in the ^fcGtli Daily at least one 
week before such date, vote by ballot taking place 
on date of election, 

(2) These members shall serve for one year from the 
first day of January following their election. 

(a) The executive authority of the Students' Society 
is vested in the Students' Executive Cotmcil. 

(b) T5ic Students' Executive Council shall be the 
only recognized medium, outside, of the Athletic 
Board, between the students and the University 
authorities and the general public. 

(c) It shall act as a Court before which any student 
may be called to account for a misdemeanour. 

(n) It sliall appoint a salaried Secretary. 

(e) The management and control of the Daily shall 
be in the hands of the Students' Executive Council 
through the Editor-in-Chief of the Daily, who sits 
on the Council. 

(f) The management and control of the McGill 
Union and all matters pertaining thereto, shall be in 
the hands of the Students' Executive Council through 
the President of the Union who is a member of the 
Council. 

(g) The Council shall receive from the University 
all sums payable under Article .VIII, Section I, ex- 
cept the amount payable to the Athletic Board, and 
shall divide the same as provided in the said Article. 
All such bodies so receiving monies from the Coun- 
cil shall render annual accounts to -the Council and 
their books and accounts shall bi^^open to inspection 
and audit by the Council, or auditors or inspectors ap-

This Noted intcvualionalisl Will Be Visilinn McGill 
During the Week-end

D. degree adorns Ills 
name, but to liis initials C.V. A. tho 
Indian r>eoplo have slvcn content in 
sjjeaklng of him aa "Christ's Faith- 
ful Apostle.'' 

Charles V. .Vndrcws is a Cambridge 
man, a Fellow of his College wiio 
has spent most of his life in India. 
Heforo going abroad he was In 
charge of tho I'ombiokc- CoIIcbq mis- 
sion in the slums of London, whcro 
he was active with tho group, called 
the Christian Social Union, of wliicli 
Dr. Wcslcott, Dishop of Durliani, was 
the President. Staunch champion of 
Indian rights, Andrews has Identified 
himself with the people of India as no 
other .Vnglo-Saxon has done. He lias 
movf;(J .about all over tlio country. 
Often entirely alone, sharing Uio life 
of th« people, until ho has' beconio 
one of them. 

He Is not only the most respected 
and Influencial Englishm.m in India 
today, but ho is rocognlflcd us tho 
close associate and lieutenant of 
India's two most notable loaders, 
Mahatma Gandhi and nabliidniii.ath 
Tajoro. For many years ho hn.s been a 
trusted worker in tiandhl's social pro- 
gram and the disclpio of lînblndrana- 
th Tagorc In the educational experi- 
ment at Santlnlketiin. 

Inlirnational Relationships 
Mr. Andrews is recognised as an 
outstanding authority on Indian la- 
bour and opium questions. He was 
with Gandhi at the time of the settle- 
ment of tlie Kci-'Ious racial situation 
in South Africa In 1913-14. For Uio 
past 2S years he has rendered dis- 
tinguished service in tho field of In- 
terracial and International relatlon- 
slilps and hag helped in the .solution 
Of some of India's most pressing so- 
cial problems. Extensive travel in 
Africa, Australia, Japan and China 
as well as in other parts of the world 
has eriven him a profound flr.sl-hand 
knowledge of these peoples and their 
problems. 

To classify Mr. Andrews religlouElv 
Is impossible. To what church or 
denomination or sect floes he belong? 
Few know and nobody caresr. Every- 
one rMlises that ho is far too big to 
bo kept 'Within sectarian limits. He 
would not take the tag of modernist 
or fundamentalist or Protestant or 
Calholle. Some of his acquatntancoi 
lla^•e beon fearful lest ho . beconio 
Hindu, but Andrews has never slip- 
ped his Christian moorings. He Is con- 
.wt.mUy dealing with Intellectual 
moral and spiritual essenliaLi and in 
that sense ho is an «saentiallst. 

People beliove In him because of 
his transparent sincerity. They be- 
lieve in him I>ccau8e he loves tlioni. 
Thor* Is no guile in tho man. He does- 
not atir up controversy, Idving as lie 
does, at tho very heart of tho politi- 
cal situation, he has never taJten part 
In parly politics. His sphero is tlio 
prevention of hostility and violence. 
The building of goodwill, co-opera- 
tion, mutiml trust and conciliation, 
this Is the purpose of Jils life. 

Campaigned England 
The importanoo of Jlr. Andrews 
vlalt cannot bé I /ove'r-ewUrnatcd . Six 
months ago Giindhi and Tagoro usk 
ed him to come to the West to mako 
an appeal for International friendship, 
Tagore planned to bo as far as 
Europe but became Hi and had to

On tho other 
hand, ho has not Identified himself 
with tlic cxli'cinist.s who ilemand 
immcdialo separation and indepen- 
dence, nathcr with Gandhi, he stands 
for a policy of justice and conciliation 
tliat will speedily tcrminato In do- 
minion status for India within the 
British commonwealth of nations.

Tino Is gra.lrt, which-'compHg?s 52% of 
tho country's total exports. Although 
.\rgentlna Is the fifth largest pro- 
ducer and second largest exporter of 
wheat in tho world, yet grain is 
grown under an inefficient tenant 
system, and Is handled in sacks. There 
aro no country elevators in Argentina 
altliough somo terminal elevators 
have been erected. With a- view to 
remedying llil?, Argentina business 
men .aro visiting Canada and studying 
our methods. 

Cattle raising Is the country's sec- 
ond Industry, with exports of $34S,- 
000,000, 80'^ of whieli goes to Great 
Britain. Tho landowners themselves 
go in for cattle breeding and conse- 
quently tho Industry Is well conduct- 
ed. fJhecp arc also raised for wool and 
for mutton. 

EfficUnt "Frigorificot" 

A feature of this Industry Is the 
dovelopment of vast "Prlgorlflcos" or 
packing ]ious«s to prepare the meat 
for export. These- are nKMlem In overy 
respect, and one is Uio largest in the 
woi-M — lai-;;er thaji tlio celcbratod 
Armour plant at Chicago. This Indus 
try has been hampered • by a • "meat 
war" l>elween Hrlllsh and .Mnericuii 
Interests, l.>ut this has now been .•iettl- 
cd. 

K. a. Fay went on to describe tho 
country's minor industries, i'^:?: 
among thcin tho tannin extract in- 
dustry, In which tho Qucbr.acho tree 

i.-- inilprd .iiid llio tannin e.vti-ii-ti.i]. 
'J'lii.i butiincist liad uuiidriiplcd bince 
1!)11. 

J'ruit growing is also of coming im- 
portance, with tho opening up of 
fresh areas by Irrigation. Kxporl of 
fruit has Increased J^ixfold t-iiico i'jr^. 
'•yerbn .Male", a shrub producing a 
y(>ly stimulating king of tea, is al.so 
respohfilblo f 6r a large Industry. 1SÔ,- 
000,000 Soulli Americans drink thls 
beverage dally. 

Gre«t ImpoKIng Country 

"JMic speaker pointed out that tlie 
lack of power In Argentina, except 
oil, which is not produced in suffici- 
ent quantitlee to cheapen production, 
prevented llio develoinnent of man- 
ufacturing. Cuiise(|uenlly Argentina Is 
a market for all kinds of manufactur- 
ed goods. Before tho war this trade 
was chiefly British, but during the 
war tliey were supplanted by the 
Americans. British trade, however, Is 
recovering and has done increasingly 
better lately. 

The BrltLsh have a great reputation 
in Argentina and tho country is clo- 
sely bound to Kngland by many ties 
of finance and sentiment. Tho BritLsli 
n,i>ie is of great advantage to Can- 
ada, wliieli i.s now entering this mar- 
ket and is cultivating it successfully. 
Last year Canada exported to Argen- 
tina 14,000,000 worth ot farm machin- 
ery OS well as many other manufac- 
tured goods. 

In conclusion Fay said that tho un- 
doubted future expansion of Argenti- 
na would be «ntircly to the advantage 
of the Canadian manufacturer, but 
tha'- it might be prejudicial to West- 
ern gralngrowcrs. In any case tho 
country deserve full consideration by 
Canadian economists.

He quoted Professor llellly of JIc- 
(iill to tip- effect that the child of II 
year. s In ;iny of tin! three countries 
menlioni'd is as far advanced as tlic 
child of 15 in Canada. 

Dean lr;i JIackay substantiated this 
stat<>nieiit, llie speaki'r added, an<I ilo- 
idored the large iitiiiiber oC failures in 
tho first 'year in Arts. •

AUlous Huxley, remarking how mucJt 
I c resembles his grandfather, Thom- 
as Huxley, ., ■• ■ 

Jfr. Rhy.s did not feel capable ot 
discussing American authors, but 
slated that America Is Influcncoa by 
Knglish tradit'on. He told of his vis- 
it to Walt Whitman in tlio poet's 
Camden liome. Tho lecturer conolud- 
eii with a prophecy that the future 
holds still greater posslbirtlcs than 
tho present period ot the Englisli 
novel .
